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HIGHLIGHTS: 


Wheat  bids  fell  sharply  lower  for  the  week  as  technical  selling  on  the  Boards  and  a  disappointing  weekly 
export  number,  added  weakness.  Wheat  export  inspections  were  at  166  thousand  versus  estimates  of 
300  to  400  thousand  tons.  Yearly  numbers  continued  to  drop  even  further.  Corn  bids  slipped  lower  in 
reaction  to  lower  wheat  trade.  Weekly  export  inspections  for  corn,  however,  was  better  than  trade 
expectations  at  694  thousand  metric  tons.  The  yearly  figures  are  over  4  million  metric  tons  behind  a 
year  ago.  Soybean  bids  were  higher  most  of  the  week  and  ended  sharply  higher.  The  major  factor  was 
technical  support  due  to  new  highs  in  futures  contracts  for  March  and  May.  Lower  weekly  export 
inspection  numbers  limited  gains  and  yearly  figures  continue  to  decline  along  with  wheat  and  corn.
